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Hearing Proves Public Opin- 
ion Is Definitely Against 
Such Action.

The street widening ordinance 
is definitely quashed. This was 
the outcome of the public hearing 
called by Councilman Bates, of the 
Law and Ordinance Committee, 
in order to determine the state of 
public opinion on the matter. 
About sixty residents of the bor- 
ough, many of them property own- 
ers on Essex, Forest and Narberth 
avenues, were present to offer 
their objections to such an ordi- 
nance. 

The meeting was opened by 
Daniel Leitch. President of Coun- 
cil, who spoke briefly on the ordi- 
nance. Robert F. Wood said a 
few words about the history of the 

[ ordinance and then turned the 

meeting over to Chairman Bates. 

, What was expected to be a ve- 

hement clash of views on the sub- 
ject turned out to be almost a 

* packed meeting against the ordi- 
nance. As the proposed ordinance 

* was modeled after the Chestnut 
street ordinance Robert J. Nash 

t was requested to explain that city 

ordinance to the meeting. "The 
Chestnut street ordinance was 

* never intended to widen the road- 
bed, it only widened the side- 

* walks." The spreaker expressed 
himself as distinctly opposed to 

t the local ordinance. "Wider 

streets," he continued, "don't con- 
tribute to real estate values. They 
simply increase the traffic conges- 
tion. A widened roadbed means 

* increased speed. We have few ac- 
cidents in our districts under dis- 

% cussion because people have to 

drive carefully." The expenditure 
also to accomplish the proposed 

,* project. Mr. Nash considered, 

would amount to a great sum — a 

* quarter of a million dollars was 
his estimate. As a substitute for 
widened streets Mr. Nash offered 

* supervised and enforced parking 
regulations, and suggested that an 

*J Essex avenue tunnel and the pav- 

ing of Haverford avenue from 

. Essex avenue to Wynnewood 

road would prove more beneficial 

t and less expensive to the borough. 

Several other people then ex- 
pressed themselves on the subject, 
all being opposed to the ordinance. 
The consensus of opinion was that 
wider streest would not be a real 
benefit to the residents of the bor- 
ough but would only aid the out- 
of-town shoppers and increase 
parking congestion. 

A defense of the proposed ordi- 
nance was made by E. C. Gris- 
wold, who appeared to be its lone 
champion. Air. Griswold pointed 
out that the curse of Philadelphia 
was narrow streets. The longer 
such widening is delayed the more 
it will cost the borough. Mr. Gris- 
wold held that wider streets, per- 
mitting access to more people, 
were advantageous to the mer- 
chants on them and thus increased 
real estate values. 

Baird Caldwell, one of the 
Essex avenue group in a way re- 
sponsible for the ordinance, spoke 
in favor of it. The group it seems 
which instigated the movement 
was not well represented at the 
meeting. The general opinion 
seemed to be that no other chance 
should be allowed them to express, 
their opinion on the matter since 
they passed up the opportunity 
open to all. 

This ordinance whose immedi- 
ate effect would have been to set 
the building line back ten feet on 
Essex, Forest and Narberth ave- 
nues, between Haverford and 
Windsor, and whose ultimate ob- 
ject was to widen these three 
streets, was introduced in Council 
and passed first reading solely for 
the purpose which was achieved 
on Thursday night. Public opinion 
r on it was wanted and Council used 

this method as the most satisfac- 
tory one in getting that expres- 
sion. 
The opposition to the ordinance 
, was made unanimous by the with- 

drawal of its lone defenders, and 
unless the supporters organize a 
new campaign the plan is dead.

Despite opposition on the part of 
Merion residents, Lower Merion 
township and Narberth borough 
officials, the Montgomery Bus Com- 
pany has been granted its applica- 
tion for a new bus line from Over- 
brook, which is to run down 
Wynnewood avenue, Merion, and 
Wynnewood road, Narberth, to 
Bryn Mawr. The grant was made 
as of Tuesday by the Public Serv- 
ice Commission. 

• On tliC'Tleeis of this announce- 
ment came reports that the Phila- 
delphia Rapid Transit Company 
had completed arrangements to 
take over the Montgomery Bus 
Company and all its lines, as well 
as several suburban cab companies, 
among them one in Ardmore. 

Approved by the Public Service 
Commission of the Montgomery 
Bus Company's application for an- 
other line through Merion and Nar- 
berth was not unexpected. Attor- 
neys who attended the last hearing 
held in Philadelphia City Hall on 
December i, 1927, were all of the 
opinion that the application would 
be approved when they heard Com- 
missioner Benn, who presided, state 
at the end of the hearing that the 
"interests of all will have to be bal- 
anced — those that want the bus 
line as well as those who are op- 
posed to it, because it will run past 
their homes." 

This statement referred to Meri- 
on property owners on Wynnewood 
road, who, through their Merion 
Civic Association, had opposed any 
bus line on Wynnewood avenue. 
This opposition had been expressed 
at the December hearing as well as 
at a series of others extending back 
over a year when various routes for 
the new line had been suggested. 
In most of these hearings Lower 
Merion and Narberth authorities 
joined to protest also, claiming that 
the streets chosen for the route were 
unsuitable and too narrow. 

As the result of the Public Serv- 
ice Commission's decision, south 
side Merion and Narberth will soon 
have bus transportation to Bryn 
Mawr. The route of the new line 
will be from the present Montgom- 
ery bus terminus in Overbrook to

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Firemen Honor Comrade 
Who Died at Cynwyd Fire 

Engineer Joseph L. Cox, of the 
Bala-Cynwyd Fire Company, who died 
while on duty at Monday's fire, 327 
Pembroke road, Cynwyd, was buried 
yesterday afternoon from his home in 
Elkins Park. Three of his pallbearers 
were members of the Cynwyd com- 
pany. Residents in the neighborhood 
of the fire house sent a floral wreath, 
and the fire house was draped in black. 
Cox, who was 6G years old, died of 
acute dilation of the heart while stoop- 
ing to connect to a hydrant a hose for 
use against the fire which caused 
nearly $20,000 damage to the home of 
R. R. Fernow, on Pembroke road 
shortly after 4 o'clock Monday morn- 
ing. 

Mr. and Mrs. Fernow and their four 
children escaped from the burning 
home when smoke awakened them, 
and were given refuge in the home of 
Harold K. Schoff. a neighbor, at 3I13 
Pembroke road. So fierce was the 
blaze that the roof was nearly burned 
off the three-story stone and stucco 
structure, which was covered by in- 
surance. 

Delay in getting water sprayed on 
the fire, caused by the death of En- 
gineer Cox, was placed at eight 
minutes by Chief William L. Hornug 
of the Cynwyd company, who manned 
his pump until Newton Endy, the 
company's other paid engineer, off 
duty at the time, arrived on the scene. 
Until a successor is chosen for Cox, 
Joseph and John Onimus are taking 
his place at the fire house. 

N'arberth and West Manayunk fire 
companies aided the Bala-Cynwyd 
volunteers in fighting the fire, whose 
flying embers several times endangered 
houses in the immediate vicinity. 
Working in a temperature which reg- 
istered 12 degrees above zero, the fire- 
men made inspection tours of neigh- 
boring houses, to make sure their 
roofs would not catch fire.

OUR TOWN 
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PROPOSED COUNTY TAX RATE BOOST 

BREWS RISING STORM OF PROTEST 

Claim Annex Cost Can Be Paid Without Raise or Bond Issue. 
Township Leaders and Irvin Opposed — Commis- 
sioners Sidestep League Debate. 



Announcement last week that 
the county commissioners were 
planning to boost the 1928 coun- 
ty tax rate from three mills to 
four in order to pay for the pro- 
posed $1,000,000 annex to the 
county courthouse brewed a storm 
of protest here which gathered in 
intensity as the week wore on. 
Lower Merion is distinctly not in 
favor of the rise, and as the 
wealthiest unit of the county, and 
as the township which pays al- 
most half the taxes collected in 
Montgomery, it feels it has a 
right to be heard. 

The annex, it is claimed, can be 
paid for in a few years out of 
revenue accruing from the present 
three-mill rate, and this can be 
done without the necessity of a 
bond issue. There is already a 
reserve on hand in the county's 
treasury to care for part of the ex- 
pense and increased tri-ennial as- 
sessments which go into effect this 
year will provide still more funds 
next year, and the following. This 
is the contention of leading town- 
ship officials. 

To the present the opposition 
to the proposed boost has been 
entirely individual. There has 
been no action taken by any 
Lower Merion organization 
There is one association which 
views the need of a higher rate 
with doubt, however, and that 
organization will hold a meeting 
today to investigate the arguments 
pro and con. It is the Montgom- 
ery County League of Women 
Voters, an influential member of 
which is the Lower Merion 
League. 

Opposition to the rise has 
come not entirely from this town- 
ship. County "Controller Wil- 
liam C. Irvin has joined those op- 
posed to the move and \iis stand, 
taken last week, that neither a tax 
boost nor a bond issue was neces- 
sary to build the annex has given 
the' protest its strongest impetus. 

It will be Mr. Irwin who will be 
the principal speaker against the 
boost at the meeting of the Mont- 
gomery Women Voters League 
which will be held today at the 
DeKalb street county headquar- 
ters in Norristown. Present in- 
dications are that he will have no 
one to debate with, for none of the 
three county commissioners who 
were also invited to present their 
side of the case has expressed 
his intention to attend. Presi- 
dent Stout of the county board 
informed the league that he would 
be unable to speak because of an 
attack of laryngitis. The other 
two members. Commissioners 
Crawford and Keelor were reluct- 
ant to appear, intimating that if a 
message were to come from their 
board it should come from Mr. 
Stout, the head of it. 

May Go On Record. 
"The meeting at Norristown, 
which will be an open one, will be 
attended by League members 
from all parts of the county," said 
Mrs. Edward Lafitte, of Rose- 
mont, secretary of the county 
league, Wednesday, "and we 
would like to hear from both sides 
on the question. Many of our 
members are not in sympathy 
with the attitude of the commis- 
sioners, who seem to feel a tax 
rise necessary, but we have 
taken no action yet." Action, it 
was intimated would be taken 
after the forum today. 

Township leaders who have ex- 
pressed opposition to the proposed 
boost are Frank H. Sykes, president 
of the Lower Merion Commission, 
and Peter C. Hess, township treas- 
urer. 

Asked for the attitude of the town- 
ship commissioners, Mr. Sykes said: 
"Speaking for this one, 1 hope they 
don't do it. I think that the cost of 
the annex can be spread over a perioc'. 
of several years, and can be paid with- 
out an increase in the tax rate. Per- 
sonally, I am not convinced that the 
county board will adopt the four mill 
rate." 

Township Treasurer Hess, who is 
also leader of the Lower Merion Re- 
publican organization expressed out- 
right opposition. 

More Income, But Against It. 

"A higher county rate would mean 
more money for this townshi- treas- 
urer who collects county taxes on a 
percentage basis," he said, "but I am 
opposed to it and will fight it. 

"Even if a bond issue were neces- 
'sary, that should be fairer than to 
have the whole cost paid at the start. 
The annex will be used by future 
taxpayers as well as present ones. 
Why then should the present ones 
pay the entire cost? 

"Of course, the county commis- 
sioners have had heavy expenses put 
on them by grade crossings ordered 



eliminated by the Public Service Com- 
mission and by new roads, bridges 
and many other highway improve- 
ments planned," he concluded, "but 
even with that, I think that with 
proper financing, and with payments 
extended over a period of two years, 
as they will likely be anyhow, that 
the annex can be paid for out ot 
current funds, without need for either 
a tax rise or a bond issue." 

As the county commissioners have 
made no official announcement that 
they planned to kite the rate, doubt 
has been expressed that they are 
determined to do so. Belief has been 
expressed that while the commissioners 
may want to raise the tax rate, in- 
formation that they would, was al- 
lowed to leak out in order to get tne 
reaction of the county at large to the 
proposition. 

That the information was only in 
the nature of a "feeler" seems dubious 
however, for last Thursday at a meet- 
ing of the Montgomery County Super- 
visors' Association at Norristown, 
President Stout was quoted as "also 
touching upon the county tax increase 
of one mill to pay for the court house 
annex, and informing those present 
that the one mill increase will be for 
about two years. 

No Faith in Two-Year Promise. 
Greatest opposition in Lower Mer- 
ion has to do with that part of the 
argument which claims that the in- 
crease would be for "only two years." 
Were it necessary to raise the rate 
for a short time to pay the cost of 
the annex there might not be very 
serious opposition, but Lower Merion 
taxpayers have no faith in the promise 
that once the rate is up. the county 
commissioners will reduce it again. 

The arguments of County Controller 
Irwin against the need for either a 
tax rise or a bond issue were based 
upon the figures of his budget which 
was submitted to the county solons 
last week. 

In making up the budget Mr. Irwin 
allowed increases over last year's 
actual cost, to every department of 
the county's activities, with the result 
that he has an excess of cash on hand, 
unapplied for any purpose and avail- 
able for the building of the court 
house annex of $471,772.69. 

In arriving at this figure the con- 
troller has estimated the cash re- 
sources of the county from taxes at 
the prevailing rate of three mills. 

Mr. Irwin estimates that if this cash 
surplus at the present tax rate can be 
maintained for the next three or four 
years the court house annex can be 
paid for absolutely without either an 
increase in the tax rate or the floating 
of a bond issue. 

In the event that the annex is com- 
pleted and must be paid for prior to 
the receipt by the county treasurer o; 
sufficient ready cash, the deficit can 
he made up by the floating of notes in 
the county banks at 6 per cent. These 
notes, he estimates, can be taken up 
from current revenue in from two to 
three years. 

Controller Irwin intends to recom- 
mend this course to the county com- 
missioners. He will particularly urge

BIRTHS RECORDED 



rather difficult time 
for the editor ot a weekly garden column. 
Seeds of annuals have been ordered and 
it is scarcely time to sow the early 
ones indoors. However, spring is coming 
on apace; within two weeks the snow- 
drop will be blooming to be followed 
promptly by the scilla. 

Let us then get ready to sow- 
seeds of the annuals that must be planted 
early indoors. These are the ones that are 
slower in flowering and if planted out- 
doors would bloom for a much shorter 
season. 

The cigar box, used by some, is not 
especially desirable, as the wet wood is 
likely to breed a fungus and "damp off" 
the tender seedlings of snapdragons or 
delphiniums. The letter of course is 
perennial, but it is hard to resist the 
seedman's description and we will try 
a packet, although we know that they 
are better planted in August or Septem- 
ber. 

Earthenware fern pans four inches 
wide and two inches deep are ideal for 
sowing small lots of flower seeds, and if 
you want a large planting use one fern 
pan for each color or each variety. These 
little pans cost only 36 cents a dozen, 
and can be used for sowing perennial 
seeds in late summer. 

One great advantage of the earthen 
seed pan is that it can be watered as 
seeds should be watered, from the bot- 
tom. It would be difficult to water a 
cigar box or a deep flower pot by allow- 
ing it to stand in water within a half- 
inch of the brim until the soil is 
thoroughly wet and the seeds, or seed- 
lings, undisturbed; but with the little 
seed pans it is a simple matter and a 
shallow pan, or dish, will do the trick. 

The ground outside might be frozen 
when we decide to sow seeds so that we 
had better watch our chance and bring 
some soil indoors. We will also want 
some sand and some humus, or leaf 
mould, to make a proper mixture in 
which to sow seeds. Ordinary garden 
loam, or clay, will not do for sowing 
seeds and getting them to germinate. 

So much for prepartion. except for 
one modern developement that is truly 
a boon to the gardener, be he a kitchen 
gardener or a flower gardener, and that 
is the mercuric compound sold under 
the trade names of Semesan and 
Uspulun. a real seed and soil disinfect- 
ant that banishes fungus and also pre- 
vents black spot and mildew on roses. 
A small package will be a good invest- 
ment and will almost assure 100 per 
cent, germination of seeds. The form 
for sprav : ng roses is different in its ap- 
plication, being made to stick to the 
foliage.

Methodism was introduced into 
Narberth June. 18S)2, by a com- 
pany of men and women then 
worshiping in the old Beth-Rafi'en 
Chapel on State road, north of the 
borough. 

A bequest of $1+-2"> by -Miss 
Mary F. Thompson for the erec- 
tion of a Methodist Episcopal 
Church near Elm Station, led to 
the organization of the church. 

In August the lots on the 
southwest corner of Essex and 
Price avenues were purchased as 
a church site. The following Oc- 
tober the erection of a stone edi- 
fice was begun. When nearly fin- 
ished it was completely destroyed 
bv fire December 14, 1!)!)3. 

'On September 15, 1805, the 
present church building was dedi- 
cated, free from debt, by Bishops 
Foss and Andrews. 

The first pastor was the Rev. C. 
II. Basford. He was succeeded 
by the Rev. T. H. Evans, now the 
district superintendent of the 
North District of the Philadelphia 
Conference, who was the preacher 
in charge when the church was 
dedicated. 

At the time of its organization 
the Narberth church was attached 
to the Merion Square circuit. This 
arrangement continued until 
March, 1897, when the Bishop 
made Narberth a station, appoint- 
ing as pastor the Rev. H. \V. Mil- 
lison. _. 

Rev. W. Gray Jones. Rev. E. F. 
Randolph and Rev. William B. 
Wood were pastors of Narberth 
in the order named. 

In 1895 the first parsonage, lo- 
cated on Elm terrace, was pur- 
chased. 

During the pastorate of Rev. 
William B. Wood the parsonage 
was sold and another lot was pur- 
chased on Essex avenue, south of 
the church. 

In 1906, with the money secured 
from the sale of the old parsonage, 
together with the gifts of the con- 
gregation, the present substantial 
"parsonage was built and fur- 
nished. 

The Rev. lames M. Shelly was 
appointed pastor of Narberth in 
1908 and served the charge for 
two years. He was succeeded by 
Rev. Jacob P. Miller in 1910. The 
Rev. George W. Dungan became 
pastor of Narberth in 1912 and 
served the charge until his death. 
April 30, 1914, 

The Rev. Christian G. Koppel 
was appointed to Narberth in 
Tune. 1914. Under his leadership 
the church made rapid progress. 

A pipe organ with an electric 
blower was installed and dedi- 
cated on March 21, 1915. The 
membership of the church and 
Sunday school showed a rapid in- 
crease and the support of the pas- 
tor was advanced to $1500 and 
parsonage. 

The Rev. Frank M. Gray was 
appointed to the charge in 1918 
and had a successful pastorate of 
two vears. 

His children's church was one 
of the outstanding features of his 
pastorate. 

During his pastorate plans were 



secured for the enlargement of the 
present church building, to meet 
the needs of a growing Sunday 
school. 

The Rev. Arthur S. Walls was 
appointed pastor of Narberth in 
1920 and served the charge effi- 
ciently for four years. During the 
first vear of his pastorate there 
was a' gain of 12 per cent, in mem- 
bership and a $1<>00 increase in 
envelope and plate collections and 
$1300 expended for improvements. 
The present pastor, the Rev. W. 
Sheridan Dawson, was appointed 
to the charge April 1, 1924. 

During the year 1925 a very 
definite advance was made toward 
the erection of a new church build- 
ing. 

After a careful study of the sit- 
uation the building committee 
| adopted the preliminary plans pre- 
pared by Mr. A. M. Adams and 
thev were presented to the official 
hoard for approval. After the ap- 
proval of the plans, the board de- 
cided to present them to all mem- 
bers and friends of the church in 
the form of a prospectus and to 
ask for pledges to cover a period 
of five years to provide for the 
cost of the building, which was 
estimated to be about $80,000. 

At the close of the summer sea- 
son of 1925 a financial canvass 
was made for the building fund, 
which culminated on rally day, 
October 11. • 

'I 'he district superintendent, 
Rev. W r . E. V. Haas, D.D., 
preached at 11 A. M., and the Rev. 
C. M. Boswell, D.D., at 7.15 P. M. 
The cash and pledges received 
during the day, added to those 
previously reported, amounted to 
S.'W.OOO. 

Owing to the delay of the archi- 
tect in furnishing the finished 
plans and specifications, the board 
was unable to secure bids for the 
erection of the building until late 
in June, 192G. The lowest bid 
secured at that time was so much 
higher than the estimated cost of 
the building that it was found 
necessary to make another finan- 
cial appeal before going on with 
the work. This plan culminated 
on December 12. 1920, when Dr. 
John Krantz, of Paterson, N. J., 
preached at both services and 
secured in cash and pledges 
$1 1,100 additional, bringing up the 
total amount in cash and pledges 
to about $51,000. 

In March, 1927, the official 
board decided to revise the plans, 
so that the cost of the building 
could be kept within $90,000. 

At a subsequent corporation 
meeting the revised plans were 
approved and the question of 
securing a better location was dis- 
cussed. A committee was ap- 
pointed with instructions to take 
an option on the property across 
the street and to endeavor to ne- 
gotiate the sale of our present 
church building. The purchase of 
the property was subsequently 
sanctioned and as soon as the

AID FOR HIGHWAYS 



County Road Supervisors 

Hear Ludlow at Norris- 

town Meeting. 



STOUT ALSO SPEAKER 



More State aid in 1929 for 
township highways, particularly 
those of second-class townships, 
than has ever before been given 
was advocated by the Montgom- 
ery County Supervisors' Associa- 
tion at its twenty-second annual 
meeting last Thursday afternoon 
in the court house at Norristown. 
A resolution was adopted unani- 
mously, seeking to have the pres- 
ent legislature appropriate not 
less than $6,000,000 for State 
awards, even though it be neces- 
sary to wipe out State aid. 

"Concrete roads cannot be built 
on a dirt road tax levy, nor con- 
crete bridge? for the price of plank 
structures," said former State As- 
semblyman Benjamin H. Ludlow, 
of Ardmore, the principal speaker, 
who favored more State aid for 
townships in their road building 
plans. 

"A complete program is one 
great necessity," he said. "You 
must have a program before you 
talk of economy in road building. 
The cheaper method is not always 
the most efficient, and the people 
are not being fooled as to what is 
going on. when a good method of 
doing things is not adopted." 
Urges No Anti-City Feeling. 

Mr. Ludlow spoke at length on 
the bond issue plan of assisting 
townships, and gave some figures 
of importance to the supervisors 
at the meeting. He praised the 
public press for the assistance ex- 
tended along all lines of township 
and others matters. 

Drifting to political lines, Mr. 
Ludlow voiced his opinion as 
strongly against people outside 
Montgomery county coming into 
this territory and stating "who is 
who" in the political world. "Let 
our own leaders attend to that 
matter, and the outside keep out," 



he said. 

The speaker also dwelt on the 
reported strong feeling of rural- 
ites against the city people. This 
he advised against, and urged 
upon supervisors to prevent a 
growing desire of this kind 
among the people. Interest in 
other townships was also urged. 

"Do not let your interest stop 
in your own township," said Mr. 
Ludlow. "Take an interest in 
what is going on in other town- 
ships. When you are through 
with your job, inquire as to how 
your neighbor in the next town- 
ship is getting along. When you 
are through as a supervisor, do 
not stop on the boundary line ; 
hel;> your neighbor." 

Seek More State Aid. 

"Secondary or b:;ck roads of 
-Montgomery count" will be made 
excellent for travel at some future 
date, with the assistance of the 
count}- commissioners," was the 
statement of Daniel F. Sout, pres- 
ident of the Board of County Com- 
missioners, and president of the 
supervisors' association, who also 
addressed the meeting. 

"The commissioners have found 
it expensive to townships to carry 
out extensive road programs, ant> 
it is their purpose to aid in thr 
endeavor to place roads in a con- 
dition so that motorists may get 
in and out with safety as well as 
ease." he declared. 

According to Mr. Stout, the 
county commissioners have made 
a change in their policy, and are 
now planning to give county aid 
to the poorer townships in repair- 
ing roads which have been neg- 
lected because of lack of funds.

City Line and Wynnewood avenue, 
down Wynnewood avenue to 
Wynnewood road in Narberth, out 
this thoroughfare to Montgomery 
pike and up Montgomery pike to 
Morris avenue, Bryn Mawr. 

Upon the heels of decision on the 
new line came reports that the 
Philadelphia Rapid Transit Com- 
pany was planning to formally take 
over the Montgomery Bus Company 
and all its Main Line bus routes. 
This report was unofficially con- 
firmed Wednesday at the Montgom- 
ery bus offices in Bryn Mawr, where 
it was stated that some such change 
was contemplated, but details were 
not generally known. 

The belief was that a hearing was to 
be held this month for the Public 
Service Commission, at which appli- 
cation would be made for permission 
to take over the Montgomery Bus 
franchises. Included in this transfer, 
if it is made, would be the Philadelphia 
Suburban Bus Company, whose Mont- 
gomery Pike Lines, the Montgomery 
Bus Company is operating under a 10 
year lease. 

The belief has long been general 
on the Main Line that the Montgomery 
Bus Company was under P. R. T. 
control. These reports had always been 
denied previously when Montgomery 
officials were asked for confirmation. 

Along with reports that the P. R. T. 
would take over the bus lines, came 
rumors that the Mitten Corporation 
had plans to take over a number of 
Suburban cab companies, among them 
one in Ardmore. These could not be 
confirmed, but it is claimed that since 
the P. R. T. acquired control of the 
Quaker Cab Company and thus 
gained access to the Pennsylvania's 
stations at Broad street and West Phil- 
adelphia, that proposals have been to 
the railroad officials to turn over cab 
stands at Suburban stations to the Mit- 
ten Company. To eliminate all pos- 
sible -friction, rumors state, offers 
would first be made to the independent 
cab operators at these station's to sell 
their, franchises.
